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In July of 19^0 a girl had introduced. ferik HHIAE to Ahti PAH 
at Valya , Estonia. HEIA2 f c name had boon previously known to 
PAE , had told that he had organized in Tartu an anti -Co nu- 

nist secret resistance oryaitLaation to which ha l belonged high 
school studonis, university students and some younger military 
off leers. He had asked Ahti PAD to form chapters of this organi- 
zations L: Valya, Vflru and TSrva in douthern Estonia and to 
maintain contact with H3IHE# PAD hid ay rood and they wore supposed 
to meet again in Joplember of 19*^0, but HHHH3 had been arrested by 
HKVD in August of 19^0, which became known to ?A3 also. PA3 had 
met H3IH3 only once in July, l?40 f and since that tune he has not 
met hi t personally again.* Also PAH -did not meet him during the 
Carman occupation, l?4l-44. 

a July, 1940, during their first and only personal contact H3IA3 
had left a deep impression of being fanatic patriot who was vd.13.iny 
to risk his life for his country. 'IJ.HH had already participated 
in several demonstrations of toti-Co v:unist nature in Tartu and he 
had told that he was under HH7D surveillance. He had been bitter 
on older generation for letting the Jo vie t *^ed Army occupy Estonia 
without offering any armed resistance or without distribution of 
arms to the patriotic youth. He advised P.AE to infiltrate the 
local Komsomol by entering it ;dth his group, because H din'd had 
heard that members of Komsomol tail receive arms and that the 
resistance movement needs the anas. PAH and 'several members of his 
group had become members of the Komsomol.
